Dr. Herbert Mckcel of the First 
Presbyterian Church In Schnccta- 
dy, New York, who was sponsored 
by the I.V.C.F., inaugurated the 
RcIiKion in Life Week with an ad- 
dress on Religion and the Individu- 
al. Mat'kcd interest was shown by 
the audience of 130 who were eag- 
er to discuss the stand he look. 

Dr. Mekccl felt that the solu- 
tion to the world's problems lies 
not in peace treaties or in organi- 
sations, but in the transformation 
of the individual life thxough 
Jesus Christ. "No man is truly 
satisfied with' himself, yet no 
moralism can cure his degrada- 
tion. The historic God of the Bible 
is unattainable unless man accepts 
the fact that this gap has been 
bridged by His Son. "Although Dr 
Mckcel admitted that many con- 
sider this a beautiful fairy-talc, he 
pointed out the change It brought 
to Individual lives, especially 



mentionlns the new hope brought 
to convicts by Hilda Vrayda, a 
member of the Russian nobility. 
In answer to a question on social 
reform, Dr. Mekccl said It was 
mojl effective not through large- 
scale planning but through the 
working of individuals inspired by 
Christian ideals. ^ 

Another point brought up in the 
discussion was Dr. Mckcel's in- 
sistence upon the .•■iipcriority of 
Christianity compared with the 
other leadinR religions of the 
world. He dcplorcd,^.the ineffec- 
tiveness of nominal 'Christians and 
the commercialising of such reli- 
gious fcilivals as Christmas and 
Easier. 

Realizing that we cannot 
change human nature by our own 
efforts. Dr. Mckeel pointed out the 
way to a new and satisfactory life, 
free from the bondage of ruling 
habits.

nations will participate in the work 
of rebuilding the International 
Union of Chemistry, it was an- 
nounced by Dr. M. T. Bogert, pre- 
sident, of Columbia University.

1938. because of war conditions, 
will "oc resumed on a larger and 
more Inclusive basis so that science 
may function effectively in the 
solution of world problems. 

A committee of 16 members will 
direct re-organi:allon until the 
Mtfi :nnfcrcn:c meets in London, 
July 21 to 24, 1917. Concurrently.

CCFDefendExpropriation 
Of Aluminum Industry in 
Tonight's]\IockParliament 



The C.C.F. resolution that is be- 
ing put forward for debate at to- 
night's Model Parliament in the 
Union Ballroom advocates nationa- 
lization (with compensation) of the 
aluminum industry of Canada "as 
part of a program to make possible 
general planning and direction of 
the economy, and to restore the 
ownership of key resources to the 
people of Canada." 

The complete tect of the C.C.F. 
Resolution follows: 

TEXT OF RESOLUTION 
WHEREAS in a democracy it is 
only right that the natural resources 
of a country be operated for the 
benefit of the people at large, and 

WHEREAS in the present concen- 
tration ot economic power is in 
the hands of irresponsible interests, 
who are concerned with profits 
rather than the needs and well 
being of the public, and 

WHEREAS democracy to be a 
living principle must be extended 
to bring economic as well as politic- 
al power into the hands of the peo- 
ple, and 

WHEREAS economic planning of 
our resources and Industries Is nc' 
cessary to ensure that Canada will 



possess a peaceful and ordered eco- 
nomy, rather than the chno.s and 
unemployment witnessed in depres- 
sions inherent in a capitalist eco- 
nomy: 

Tliereforc Be It Resolved: That 
this House enact legislation to 
nationalize the aluminum Industry 

of Canada as part of a program to 
make possible general planning 
and direction of the economy, and 
to restore the ownership of key 
resources to the people of Canada. 

Fair compensation to the present 
owners will be decided by the 
Exchequer Court under the prin 
ciplc of the Expropriation Act, the 
court being instructed to enforce 
the principle of compensation ac- 
cording to the existing capital 
assets through Government guar 
antccd securities, ensuring, how 
ever, that the full value of the 
assets created out of public funds 
be returned to the public. 

The Industry will be operated 
as a Crown Corporation and v;ill 
be responsible to the Canadian 
people through the T.Iinislcr ot 
Economic Planning, llie principle 
ot union management boards will 
be incorporated Into the plant or- 
ganization. 



Joy Thompson Speaks to 
English Literature Society 



"The Possibilities of the Can- 
adian Theatre" was the topic of an 
address given by Miss Joy Thomp- 
son at the opening meeting ot the 
English Literature Society last 
night. The main point of Miss 
Thompson's address was the need 
for native originality in playwrit- 
ing. Such originality, she said, is 
the basic requirement for the for- 
mation of a Canadian theatre, and 
so far it is sadly lacking. Can- 
adian playwrites insist on copying 
foreign works. They should stress 
Canadian life, in topical subject 
matter. Until they do so, our 
theatre will not develop as a na- 
tional Institution. Miss Thompson 
stressed (he point that many new 
things are possible, and Imitation 
is not necessary. 

Not only playwrites, but all 
Canadians interested in dramatics 
should realize that the only way 
to make a theatre that is truly 
Canadian is to work for it them- 



selves. Should anyone feel capable 
of success on Broadway, it is hit 
duty to devote himself to drama- 
tics here, Tiicrc is a greater future 
for Canadians in Canada than in 
other countries, because of the pos- 
sibilities of development here. 
Money could be found for a pro- 
fessional theatre if the prospects 
were favourable. 

Miss Thompson deplored the cur- 
rent practice of using revivals and 
adaptions of novels on the stage 
everywhere instead of producing 
new plays. There is a serious dearth 
of new and original plays. Spec- 
tacular plays especially arc being 
produced to combat the influence 
of movies. The answer to this, said 
Miss Thompson. Is to find some- , 
thing new in drama which will i 
surpass the movies, and not merely 
try to compete with them. 

Miss Thompson was asked how 
it would be possible to start a

Subways Talk 
Will Be Given 
By Deleuw 



Charles E. DeLeuw, M.A.S.C.E. 
will talk on Transportation Sub- 
ways at tomorrow evening's meet- 
ing of the Montreal Branch of the 
Engineering Institute of Canada. 
The talk will include a brief dis- 
cussion of subway developments 
to date in various cities. 

Recent transit developments in 
Chicago will be covered, and con- 
struction of the initial Chicago sub- 
ways completed in 1943 will be- 
describcd and illustrated by slides 
showing construction procedures. 
Modern developments in track and 
other fixed subway equipment, as 
well as. subway station designs 
will be Included In the discussion. 

Mr. DeLeuw, the speaker, is pre- 
sident of DeLeuw, Gather and Co. 
He served as Consulting Engineer 
and as Chief Engineer of tHe Chi- 
cago project. In addition, he has 
made preliminary investigations 
and reports, and has participated 
in the planning of major transit 
improvements in many large cities, 
including Chicago, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Los Angeles. Toronto, and 
WashinRton.

Conservatives 
Are Official 
Opposition 



The C.C.F. ''Kovcrnmcnl", the 
party in power in tonight's Model 
Parliament, has announced its re- 
solution for debate, which calls for 
the expropriation of the aluminum 
industry by the federal sovcrn- 
mcnt. The session is scheduled for 
8 p.m. tonight in the Union Ball- 
room. 

Under the Prime Ministership ot 
R. Cranford Pratt, the C.C.F. will 
answer questions and defend its re- 
solution in face of the unqualified 
opposition of the Progressive Con- 
servatives, His Majesty's Loyal 
Opposition for the evening, as well 
as the opposition of the Liberals, 
who feel that fiscal measures arc a 
more desirable method of con- 
trnllins monopolies, and of the 
L.P.P. who will present an amend- 
ment calling for outright confisca- 
tion of the Aluminum Company. 

Professor Watkins of the Politi- 
cal Science Department will de- 
liver the Speech from the Tlirone 
as Governor-General, and the 
Speaker will be Prof. Mallory. 

CONSERVATIVE OPPOSmON 
Leonard Bea'on will be the 
Leader of the Opposition for the 
Progressive Conservatives, who arc 
taking a position of sfrons opposi- 
tion lo the bill whicli they feel 
would lead to the setting up of a 
system of s'.atc -iocialism in Canada 
and destroy the .spirit of private 
Initiative which they believe con- 
tributed so much to the building 
of a Canadian nation. No amend- 
ment Is being proposed in order to 
avoid confusing the issue, and also 
to help expedite the business of 
the evening. 

Robert Walker, a student in 
Medicine, will be the opening 
speaker for the Progressive Con- 
servatives and Dick BIrks will de- 
liver one of the rebuttal addresses. 
Numerous questions have been 
prepared by this group, both of a 
serious and humorous nature, with 
which they hope to embarrass the 
C.C.F. government. 

LIBERAL STAND 
The Liberal Club has Indicated 
that It will oppose the hallonali- 
zalion bill in principle, and for 
thai reason h not presenting any 
amendment. The feeling of the 
Liberals is that monopolies can be 
forced to produce to their optimum 
at an equitable price by fiscal 
means, and that socialization is not 
necessary. Such a belief is based 
on the theories of the the late Lord 
Keynes and of Prof. Higgins of ihc 
Department of Economics at McGill. 

The L.P.P. Club feels that 
nationalization of the aluminum 
industry in Canada would be in 
the interest of the people. How- 
ever, they have submitted the fol- 
lowing amendment:

Whatever the critics liavo said about his teams, 
no one could deny that he invariably placed what 
ho sincerely believed to be the best interests of 
^IcGill to, the fore. His teams have been noted 
for sportsmanlike conduct and clean play, and 
he has always lived and played by the moral 
precept that winning the game isn't the sole ob- 
jective of sports. 

It was Doug Kerr who kept football alive at 
McGill during the war years. For five weary 
fall seasons, Doug imparted his football knowl- 
edge to II group of boys he knew would never be 
playing on Intercollegiate teams. It was a labour 
of love, for the financial recompense was next 
to nothing.

THE REV. HERBERT S. MEKEEL

After speaking io Dr. Herbert S. 
Mckeel for half an hour tonight, I 
wasn't quite sure whether I was 
interviwlng him or. he,..was inter- 
viewing me. Dr. Mekeei is à quiet 
unassuming man who manages to 
turn the conversation away from 
himself at every turn. 

Dr. Mekeei is here at McGlll this 
week to speak at the "Religion in 
Life" week being sponsored by tho 
Interfalth Council. He describes 
himself as a 'ordinary dominie" of 
the First Presbyterian Church In 
Schenectady, N.Y. 

DL Mckeel graduated from the 
Unlvenlty of Michigan In 1627, 
specializing In history. He served 
as assistant and did graduate study. 
In 1928, he was appointed full time 
instructor In Ancient History. Ho 
resigned in 1931 to enter training 
for the ministry, receiving a 
scholarship at Biblical Seminary, 
where his first year was com-

pleted. He was also in seminars 
in Church History at Union Theo- 
logical Seminary. The last two 
years of the three years seminary 
course he took at Andovcr Newton 
Theological School at Newton 
Centre, Massachusetts. While there 
he served at tutor In Church His- 
tory under Professor, Henry K 
Rowc. 

In the senior year of seminary 
he was minister of the First United 
Church. Swampscott, Massachusetts. 
In 1933 he was called to bo assis- 
tant, and subsequently, associate 
minister, of the First Presbyterian 
Church, Edinbntpn,*^i)Jb^^ 



ada. Thereafter, he served as in- 
terim minister of St. Andrew's 
Church, Ottawa, Canada. In 1937 he 
was called to tho First PrcsbyUrian 
Church In Schenectady, N.Y., In 
which he has been minister to the 
present. 

Our conversation 'turned to the 
problem of university life In this 
post-war period. Dr. Mckeel was 
very interested In the situation 
here at McGill what with the in- 
creased enrollment due to the large 
veteran ; registration. He discussed 
the diffërensb between the Ameri- 
can and Canadian situations, say. 
ing that from what he had seen, 
university education was more 
wide-spread in the States and not 
confined so much to the upper in- 
come brackets. "At Michigan,' 'he 
said, "sixty percent of the students 
were earning their way through 
colicgo when I was there." He also 
expressed keen Interest in the 
Daily and admired our layout. 

A bachelor. Dr. Mekeel's main 
hobby is collecting books. "Not 
fancy books, thoUgh," he said. He 
Is especially interested in volumes 
of history, church history, and of 
biography. Ho is also very fond of 
the outdoors. Al his church the 
young peoples activities arc largely 
centred around outdoor sports, as it 
is felt that this js an aid to In- 
formality. 

Previous to the war Dr. Mckeel 
travelled widely on the Continent, 
"but just as an ordinary tourist", 
he emphasized. In 1938 he attended 
the World Calvinistic Conference 
In Edinburgh following a .tour of 
Europe. He also Just returned from 
a trip to Mexico. 

Dr. Mekeei has a very keen sense 
of personal Identification with 
Christ. He feels that all men are 
one In Christ, and that the depres- 
sion and unhapplncss of today are 
due to man's failure to follow Him 
as He Intended us to do. He spoke 
of the refining powers of persecu- 
tion, and stated that the Church 
had alu'ays shown Itself as a more 
united body during times of stress. 
Today, he feels, wc must accept the 
teachings of Christ before wo are 
able to face the problems of recon- 
struction. 

I left Dr. Mekeei with an Impres- 
sion of quiet strength which hides 
a temperament Avhlch will fight un- 
ceasingly

Archer of the Progressive Conser- 
vatives, and, the not-to-be-forgot- 
ten, persistent chairman of the La- 
bor Progressive Party, Mr.- Om- 
stein. 

Students at university are often 
apt to feel that they are In a quiet 
inlet of life and completely devoid 
Of actual connection with the main 
stream of life. Such is not the case, 
and from the students of today will 
come the leaders of tomorrow. 
Some may not rise to as great 
heights as others, but they should 
strive to acquire some knowledge 
of how the political affairs of their 
own country are carried on, so that 
from whatever station they may 
come to occuipy they will have some 
knowledge of their country and the 
difficulties which remain to be sol- 
ved. 

Politics and prejudices often go 
hand-in-hand, but here is an oppor- 
tunity for McGill students to lead 
the way by showing that they can 
operate political clubs without per- 
mitting prejudice and bigotry to 
run rampant and cloud their out- 
look in political matters.

Dear Sir: 

I would like to follow the lead 
given by "a student" in Monday's 
"Daily" and state my views con- 
cerning alhletlcB at McGill. 

I, personally, am opposed to the 
system as It stands now, but I am 
referrlnjr principally to the major 
sports— football, hockey, and bas- 
ketball. Firstly, I would like to re- 
call McGlll'a past accomplishments 
In the realm of Intercollegiate 
sports. In basketball we haven't 
won since '33-'34; in hockey we 
have done consistently well for 12 
years, winning 10 championships; 
In rugby we have been on top only 
7 times in 30 years. Now a list such 
as 'this surely indicates something. 

The hockey team has for years 
depended on a nucleus of players 
who have had. varied experience 
with such teams as the Junior 
Royals. Consequently, we have had 
a good first team for many years. 
But what of the host of other fel 
lows who never make the team but 
who want to play hockey? The 
better ones are picked to form 
some sort of intermediate team 
They are inadequately coached, 
practice on Inferior rlnka, and no 
attempt whatever is made to de- 
velop these men into top-notch 
players In anticipation of subse- 
quent years. It Is the same story 
with basketball, and the present 
state of football makes it painfully 
obvious that some revamping must 
be undertaken. 

Now, referring solely to football, 
for the past 10 or 12 years we have 
had a coach who is not employed 
on 8 full-time basis and who has 
therefore been unable to devbte all 
his energies to the development of 
flrst-dass football teams. What we 
need is a well-paid coaching staff 
which has the time and the ability 
to build up a good first team. To 
accomplish this, it seems to me that 
a Ittle mere attenton should be 
paid those who ' don't make the 
grade the first year. In high school 
you go from one team to another 
as you improve: at McGllI either 
you make the first team or you 
don't. Hie second-raters cannot 
consistently improve and the first 
team can never be the best pos- 
sible.

Professor Jean L. Launay

On first meeting Professor Lau- 
nay, you think immediately that 
here is a man of letters. Slim, be- 
spectacled and widely-read, he 
seems to fit with perfect case Into 
university surroundings- And yet, 
D strange caga forms . the back- 
ground of thia recently-appointed 
Head of the Department of Rom- 
ance Languages. As wc entered his 
office, lie was reading n letter. Ex- 
cusing himself for a moment, he 
phoned his wife who had arrived 
from France with their nine-year 
old son only two days previously 
With great glee, he announced that 
he was now a knight, a "Knight 
of the Order of Leopold 11"— with 
palm; and that the Belgium Gov- 
ernment had also bestowed on him 
the "Cross of the Liberation of 
Belgium." 

Born in 1913, Jean Launay got a 
head start on his education by en- 
tering school at the age of two. On 
receiving his baccaluareat, he en- 
tered the Sorbonnc where spec- 
laliizing .in English literature, he 
received tho degree "licence de 
lettres" at tho age of 18 after two 
years of study rather an the usual 
four. Then came two years of 
teaching — one In a London county 
council secondary school, and one 
in his native France. Trying his 



talents in another direction, he 
"dubbed" for an American film 
company In France. After complet- 
ing his military service, he sal for 
his "agrégation" which Is, he ex- 
plained, a very competitive exam- 
ination with no cotintcrpart in this 
country. Out of a total of 1,500 who 
undergo tho ordeal of 10 days of 
written examinations and 15 days 
of orals, only 15 receive the degree. 
But those IS arc assured of posi- 
tions from then on. Emerging with 
top homjjurs— and still allvel— Mon- 
sieur Launay went to Rennes Uni- 
versity as Professor of English 
Literature, specializing in Cavalier 
Literature. 

Then — war. As a liaison officer 
between the British and French, 
he took part^lnj^e defense of the 
Maglnot Llnc^IrTMay 1040, he was 
caught In Belgium, but managed 
to escape from Dunkirk back to 
France, fighting rearguard action. 
Two weeks later, ho drove out of 
Cherbourg as the German armoured 
column was entering. Leaving 
France in a fishing skiff, he and 
two friends were picked up by an 
cnglish destroyer, which took them 
to Portsmouth. 

Once In Zngland," Professor Lau- 
nay enlisted In the British army 
as a private ^IngthoK Buffs. Up 



through the ri^nks he rose, until 
he reached n position held by very 
few Frenchmen — that of Com- 
pany Sergeant-Major; and he says 
that one of tho incidents he will 
always remember is that of dril- 
ling the Grenadier Guards at Chel- 
sca Barracks!

Cartels... Menace to Freedom: 

The bill to nationalize the alum 
inlum industry, to be presertted by 
the CCF in the Model Parliament, 
should bring attention to one of 
the most dangerous phases of mod- 
ern history — the formation of 
super-governments between mono- 
polistic businesses which cut across 
national boundaries and which seem 
to scorn mere governments of the 
people. 

Thus, 48 hours after the German 
army marched into Czechoslovakia, 
representatives of the British Im- 
perial Chemical Industries met re- 
presentatives of Nazi business in 
Dusscldorf and agreed to replace 
"destructive competition" b^ cartel 
agreements. Furthermore, they 
agreed if necessary to call in the 
help of their govemmenis in deal- 
ing with any foreign Industries 
which did not fall Into line. In let- 
ters to duPont. the American end 
of the world chemical cartel, the 
president of ICI, said, "I find It is 
a good thing to issue warnings from 
time to time so that everything 
posible is done to ensure that no 
prospective poliiieal or legislative 
action on the part of government 
Is allowed to Influence agreements 
between duPont and ICI." Lammot 
duPont answered, "We should let 
nothing in the way of international 
agreements Interfere In any way 
with the progress we have made 
or may make In the future." An- 
other cartel between Standard Oil, 
ICI and the notorious 10 Farben* 
Industrie, which backed HlUer Into 
power, continued throughout the 
war. In fact, In 1930 a representative 
was sent from Standard to Britain 
and finally to Germany "to work

Sudden Retirement 
Of Campus Figure 
Blamed on Criticism

Dong Kerr is leaving McGill football circles after this Snlur- 
doy's game, a very disillusioned man. His decision to resign came 
immediately after the game in London, the mentor rcvcolcd to tho 
Daily. 

/'I came up to tho Stadium 
every evening during tho war, 
trying to lay the groundwork for 
a team that would win tho post- 
war championship," said Kerr, 
when nsked for a statement. "I 
expected three good years of 
football after tho war; instead 
I got two very bad years. This 
sniping on the part ot amart-aleck 
graduates, and undcr-graduatcs as 
well has been largely responsible." 
STOFF LEAVES 
Leaving with Kerr also are his 
assistant coaches, Johnny Clog> 
hessy, Stu Smith. Johnny Bennett 
and Jàclc Taylor. 

"Pop" began his coaching, carreer 
with Weslmount and Westward 
A.A.U. teams, and moved on to Mc- 
Gill la 1935 as successor to Joe 
O'Brian. Within three years the 
Kerr system had moulded the Bed- 
men into the powerful machine 



It is with deep regret' that 
we learn ot the retlgnatlon 
of Coach Doug Kerr. The 
Sports Department ot the 
Dally feels that,- given the 
opportunities afforded coaches 
In other colleges, the grand 
bid man would have moulded 
a team that would have 
brought credit to his name.

Buffs, he' taught French, to airmen 
and commandos, and learned Jap- 
anese. .After being an anti-tank 
gunner and motor specialist, he 
was taken into, the intelligence 
corps and given commando train- 
ing. During his childhood, he had 
explored the beaches near Caen, 
and his minute knowledge of them 
proved of great use when he start- 
ed Working with the 6th Airborne 
Division At that time, his usual 
means' of transportation vvas by 
parachute, glider.* or stibmarlne. 

Transferred to counter-intelli- 
gence, he served on the staff of the 
XII British jCorps. 

Much to his chagrin, Professor 
Launay missed being present at 
the liberation of Paris; but he help 
cd free Brussels from the grip of 
the Germans, went through the 
winter campaigns in Holland, cross 
ed the Rhine in a submarine tank. 
After negotiating the surrender of 
Hamburg, ho was mado virtual 
"King of Hamburg." and later had 
under his jurisdiction two and a 
half million prisoners from Schlcs- 
wIg-Holslcin. 

After being demobilized he re 
turned to Rennes University to 
find an enormously invrcased en- 
rolment. Having seen a bit of the 
world, he'decided thot he would 
like to travel further afield. Last 
Easter he went on a goodwill tour 
of Scottish universities, and almost 
settled in Edinburgh. Before com 
Ing to McGill this fall,'he conduct- 
ed -the famous summer school at 
St. Malo. Now. in his limited spare 
time, Jean de Launay— who is 
completely bilingual — is writing 
a book about Sir John Suckling, 
the English cavalier poet, and Iran 
slating his poetry Into French. 

Professor Launay said that his 
wish at McGill is "to widen the 
French department Apart from the 
basic knowledge of French lang- 
uage and literature, which must re- 
main essential, I would lil<e 
chance to try and open out vistas 
on French painting, arU. music — 
In fact, of all things French. 

McGill students will have an op 
pprlunity of meeting Professor 
Laiinay on Thursday afternoon at 
five o'clock when he . will speak 
in the Common Room of RVC. He 
has chosen a subject of interest to 
everyone, "Paris en 1846."

To members of the" House of Com- 
mons and serious-minded citizens, 
the vet exodus from universities is 
a loss in public funds invested, a 
loss in the number of trained men 
who .could give . Canada leadership 
in, many^^aried- fields. To Vet So 
cloties i'^ in'- universities Across ' the 
Dominion, the exodus is a matter 
for immediate investigation. Why 
arc the vets leaving? 

The National Conference of Stu 
dent Veterans will, undoubtedly, 
look into this matter on a coast-lO' 
coast basis, and at the same time, 
bring the whole question of increas- 
ed grants under review again.

out plans for a modus Vivendi 
which would operate through the 
war, whether or not the U.S. came 
In." 

In Canada, according to the Com- 
bines Investigation Committee, the 
following fields are monopolized 
and subject to cartel agreements: 
aluminum, magnesium, copper, 
lead, steel .nickel, zinc, chemicals, 
oil, synthetics, dyestuffs, optical 
glass, flat gloss, potash, phosphorus, 
nitrogen, and cletcrical goods. The 
result has been the restrictons of 
production, the . raising of prices 
above normal, control of compcli- 
ton, decrease of employment and 
the stifling of technological ad- 
vance. While Canadian manufac- 
turers restricted production In 
thèse fields whjch are the very 
basis of our economy, their Ger- 
man cartel partners went rapidly 
ahead, and attained the production 
which almost won them World War 
II. An interesting point is that be- 
fore the war, a Krupp scientist. 
Dr. Amman, was sent out to ex- 
amine our capacity for war. He 
looked' for one thing, our' use of 
tungsten carbide in industry and 
returned to Germany quite satis- 
fied. General Electric had a mono- 
poly in this product which Fortune 
says, "is so r superior to high-speed 
steel as a cutting edge for machine 
tools that there is hardly any basis 
for comparison," and was charging 
about twenty-five times cost price. 
Krupp, the Germ'an end of the car- 
tel, was charging approximately 
cost price. -The. result was high 
profits for G. E. and high war pro- 
duction for Hitler. 

/nio danger of control of the 
economy by a small group of 
monopolies has been demonstrated 
by history. Economics ' has' shbwnt 
however, that in certain fields 
monopoly becomes necessary by 
reason of the large concentraton of 
capital and industrial . apparatus 
needed for efficient operaton. The 
problem, then, is how to run these 
monopolies in the interests of the 
many rather than the few. To- 
night's Model Parliament may sup- 
ply the answer. , / .

3) In the constitution of any

the outcome 9f that election. While 
this writer is neither for nor 
against any partlctdar fraternity, 
political party or what-have-you,
